1. IN CONVERSATION WITH CHARGE AND ECON COUNSELOR NOV 27 

DAN PILIERO, MANAGING DIRECTOR OF CHEVRON NEDERON NEDERLAND AND 
CHAIRMAN OF AMERICAN CHAMBERS OF COMMERCE ASSOICATION FOR 
EUROPE AND MEDITERRANEAN, MADE STRONG PLEA FOR US SUPPORT TO 
NETHS IN EASING IMPACT OF ARAB OIL BOYCOTT. PILIERO WAS AWARE 
OF SECRETARY'S NOV 21 STATEMENT ON THIS SUBJECT BUT HOPED THAT 
IT WILL BE IMPLEMENTED IN TANGIBLE FORM AS SOON AS POSSIBLE. 

IN PILIER S VIEW. EVEN TOKEN DELIVERIES OF CRUDE FROM US TO 
ROTTERDAM AT THIS TIME WOULD DEMONSTRATE DUTCH-AMERICAN 
SOLIDARITY UNDER ARAB BOYCOTT AND PLACE PRESSURE ON HOLLAND'S 
EC PARTNERS TO MAKE SIMILAR GESTURE. 

2. COMMENT. AS REPORTED REFTEL GON HAS NOT YET REACHED POINT 
OF MAKING SPECIFIC REQUEST TO US FOR OIL SUPPORT. WHILE 
GESTURE OF KIND PILIERO SUGGESTS COULD BE USEFUL IN OUR BI 
LATERAL RELATIONS WITH THE DUTCH, IT COULD ALSO UNDERCUT THEIR 
EFFORTS TO GET THEIR EC PARTNERS TO SEE THIS AS A COMMUNITY 
PROBLEM REQUIRING A COMMUNITY SOLUTION. IN ANY EVENT MFA 
HAS REITERATED URGENT INTEREST IN SOME INDICATION OF US 
INTENTIONS WITH REGARD TO PROVIDING OIL ASSISTANCE TO NETHS 

AS PRESAGED IN SECRET ARY STATEMENT. 
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
